The woman who can bake per­ 
fect Angel Food cakes is revelling 
in her favorite weakness now. but 
w hat to do with ail the unused egg

On the day I baked an Angel 
Food cake J had smothered spring 
chicken for dinner, and not a whole 
egg left to use for breading the 
chicken.

CLAUDIO MONTEVERDE 


RUTH A N D REW S 
Claudio Monteverde, one of tho 
foremost of early Italian compos* 
era, 
Is today 
reverenced 
as the 
greatest musical figure of his age, 
also as the originator of a new sy s­ 
tem of harmonic expression that 
has continued In use down to the 
present day. 
It is of definite Inter­ 
est to note th a t his works are being 
revived at Covent Garden In E n g ­ 
land, during the current opera sea- 
I eon, also In various Eastern cen­ 
ters. 
T hat his was a forceful and vivid 
personality cannot be denied. 
In ­ 
deed, one leading musical authority 
states that to Monteverde m usi­ 
cians “owe the discovery of a new 
path, in which no later genius has 
ever disdained to walk.'* 
Monteverde was born in Cremona, 
Italy, in 15S6, during th at period of 
Italian history when culture was 
coming rapidly into flower. 
As a 
youth he acted os violinist in the 
household of the Duke of Mantua, 
studying counterpoint with Inge- 
neri, the Duke s chapel master. 
He 
did not put forth any serious e f­ 
fort, for even then he chafed a t the 
strict rules laid down by the ancient 
l*atin school. 
His first creative work, a volume 
of 
Canzonetti 
for 
three 
voices 
which he wrote at 16, displayed 
many imperfections of form and a 
tendency to carelessness, still no­ 


world of art. 
These progressive 
people welcomed Monteverde * new 
art eagerly, and it was not long 
until 
opera houses 
became 
very 
popular in Venice. Numerous thea­ 
ters and opera houses sprung up 
rapidly, and were enthusiastically 
patronized. 
While he was officiating as cha­ 
pel m aster of the Cathedral at Ven­ 
ice, Monteverde w as very actively 
employed, composing church music 
for the use of the Cathedral, and in 
training- and 
directing 
the choir 
singers there. 
He became Increas­ 
ingly popular and his fame grew 
quickly. 
He continued to compose 
actirely. soon achieving the envi­ 
able position of the most popular 
composer In Europe. 
During this 
period he brought out intermezzi, 
cantatas, operas and sacred music. 
A t 65, Monteverde was admitted 
to the priesthood, following which 
he went Into retirement. 
However, 
when the first Venetian opera house 
w as formally opened, Monteverde 
wrote a new opera, “L’Adone,” hon­ 
oring the festive occasion. 
Three 
additional operatic works followed 
within several years. 
Monteverde * 
death occurred in 1648, during his 
75th year.

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Where Byrd Will Fly Next

N a few day's R ear Admiral Richard, E. 
Byrd, Jr., will have landed again on 
U nited States soil, returning after an ab­ 
sence of 20 months on the greatest ad­ 
venture of his life. 
Admiral Bvrd is confronted by the saddest 
fate of any modern gentleman-adventurer. A t 
the youthful age of 41, he realizes he has lived 
several lives, accomplished more than he could 
ever have hoped, and that now he has few 
places to go. 
Admiral B yrd’s friends are seriously asking 
each other the rhetorical question: “ W here on 
earth— or 
in 
heaven— can 
Dick 
Byrd 
go 
? 
*♦ 


They expect no answer, for many of them 
believe there is none. 
The public is fickle; ex­ 
peditions are appallingly expensive; there are 
left no spots on the map of sufficient dramatic 
importance to attract the funds necessary for 
further exploring on a wholesale scale. 
Each 
year a score of obscure expeditions take the 
field, to labor months and even years in remote 
corners of the earth; they endure unbelievable 
hardships and spread a record of fine scientific 
accomplishments. 
But Admiral Byrd cannot now' undertake a 
program of obscure and slow geographical ex­ 
ploration. 
T hat point has already been made 
clear 
by 
several 
distinguished mem­ 
bers of the Explor­ 
ers’ Club. It would 
appear to the pub­ 
lic 
an 
anti-climax 
to 
his spectacular 
deeds of the past. 
A ll airplane ex­ 
ploration f l i g h t s 
are looked 
some 
quarters 
fruitless. 
The air­ 
plane moves so fast 
that careful obser­ 
vations 
are 
well- 
n i g h 
impossible, 
and that fact can­ 
not 
be 
reconciled 
with the fact that 
every science is ad­ 
vanced

H IS cannot be

Scientists 
spend months voy­ 
aging lonely seas.

B y air they can be landed with 
speed and ease withal a few hours, left to carry 
on their researches, and at the close of their 
investigations they can be returned to civiliza­ 
tion. 
Admiral Byrd, having carried Captain Ash­ 
ley C. McKinley with him on his flights to the 
South Pole and over Marie Byrd Land and 
the Rockefeller Mountains, now has a thorough 
appreciation of the airplane’s map-making pos­ 
sibilities. 
Byrd and McKinley in flight took a contin­ 
uous series of pictures. 
These will be carefully 
fitted together to make a pictorial map of the 
country over which they flew. 
There are countless areas over the world, 
not only in the Sahara and central Asia, but 
in the U nited States, which still need mapping. 
Such work, however, calls for a concerted and 
systematic program of work, with the co-oper­ 
ation of many men over long periods of years. 
Could Admiral Byrd finance such a program 
without publicity of the highest order? 
It is 
doubtful. 
Byrd would have to choose something spec­ 
tacular under the cloak of which to carry oo 
his scientific program. 
B 


A C K in 1926, when Byrd sailed to Lon­ 
don from Spitzbergen after his successful 
flight over the North Pole, he announced 
that he intended to devote the next IO years 
to exploration. 
H e said that he contemplated 
further explorations in the polar basin, for he 
feels certain there is land above Etah, Green­ 
land, south of the route pursued by Amundsen 
in the Norge. 
A year later he stood in Paris, fresh from 
his successful crossing of the North Atlantic 
by air, and again he spoke of hi* hopes and 
ambitions. 
First he should like, he said, to make a flight 
over the South Pole. 
Then he hoped for an 
aerial voyage over the wide and trackless forests 
of Brazil. 
Then, perhaps, a good-will flight 
around South America, to be followed by an 
exfied ition into Arabia. 
T he airplane has helped Byrd achieve his 
ambitions. 
A t the same time, however, the air­ 
plane has been impartially helping other men 
to fly in remote regions. 
Bvrd would not be the first to fly over the 
Brazilian jungles. 
A number of brave men 
have soared above the “green inferno,’’ as the 
natives call it 
There Walter Hinton made 
his reputation. 
There came the gallant Italian. 
Colonel Francesco de Pinedo, in his aerial voy­ 
age that reached sa continents. 
And yet in the Brazilian jungles Byrd might 
find some scientifically important and yet sur­ 
prisingly dramatic problems. 
A few Brazilian 
expeditions have fought their way along the few 
land and water trails through the jungles of 
Amazonas and Matto Grosso. 
But no man will know the wonders hidden 
by those monstrous forests until scientists have 
circled like hawks in the air. seeking with tele­ 
scopic eye their prey below, charted their in­ 
teresting finds, and planned from their lofty 
vantage the easiest way through the tangled veg­ 
etation of the jungle itself.

Admiral Byrd could not be the first to fly 
across those burning sands. 
During the last 
seven years many British flyers have passed 
there, bound for Persia, India, Siam, and Aus­ 
tralia.

C A R C E L Y 
a 
hundred miles 
south 
of 
Jerusalem is the lost city of Petra, to which 
explorers have gone by camel caravan. 
Petra lies inside a hidden canyon, reached 
through a crack in the rock mountain. 
Petra 
is a page in the ancient history of the world. 
Other pages tell of ancient abandoned cities in 
the vast detierts of southern Arabia, over which 
no airplanes have flown. 
Vast expeditions have worked for two dec­ 
ades and more in Yucatan, uncovering and re­ 
constructing the Maya ruins. 
A fleeting trip 
by air, a few hours over untrod jungles, and 
the Lmdbergh-Kidder-Rickertson party located 
many new ruins, each of which may prove an­ 
other marvelous city like Chichen-ltza. 
Similar flights of reconnaissance over south­ 
ern Arabia may bring to light such ruins in the 
Old W orld, of even more importance to the 
archaeologist. 
Byrd may even consider remote 
Burma, or Tibet, or the unknown interior of 
China.

lE F O R E the polar veteran. Captain Roald 
Amundsen, made his trans-polar dirigible 
flight, he was asked if there would be 
any more thrills left him after he had success­ 
fully conquered both poles. 
“ None, probably, but marriage,” said the 
grav-liaired Viking. 
T wo years later Amundsen went to his death 
a hero, in an effort to rescue General Nobile 
and the crew of the dirigible “ Italia.” 
H e 
was still a bachelor, and had been denied the 
one great thrill that remained to him. 
Admiral Byrd, having also conquered both 
poles, has had that third thrill for 15 years. In 
1915 he married the beautiful Marie D. Ames 
of Winchester, V a., and Boston. 
She was 
his childhood playmate, and it was in personal 
tribute to her bravery and high sportsmanship 
that he named Marie Byrd Land in Antarctica. 
Mrs. Byrd and the four children are hoping 
that the admiral will find no more lands worth 
exploring, at least for a while. 
He is a great 
fellow to have for a father, and they miss him. 
Incidentally, Admiral Byrd has announced 
that after about six weeks of engagements, of 
paying his respects to President Hoover, the 
W ar and N avy Departments, the Senate and 
House; of conferring with officers of the N a­ 
tional Geographic Society and the American 
Geographic Society; of being welcomed to 
Philadelphia, N ew York City. Albany, Brook­ 
lyn. and Boston; and of closing up the affairs 
of his South Pole expedition; he then expects 
to “ retire” once more. 
As usual, it will be 
active retirement, living with his joyous children 
while trying to get his Antarctic book ready for 
publication in the fall.

“Amundsen's great­ 
est accomplishment on 
his crossing of the polar 
seas,” say* Mr. Stef­ 
ansson, “was his flight 
over the Pole of Inac­ 
cessibility, the most re­ 
mote spot of the unex­ 
plored Arctic. 
News­ 
papers told the world 
that the 
‘N orge’ had 
flown over the North 
Pole, 
which 
had 
al­ 
ready 
been 
attained 
years before by Peary. 
and a scant few hours 
before by Byrd. 
Not 
one mentioned the fact 
that Amundsen was the 
first 
to 
fly 
over the 
most 
inaccessible 
part 
of the Arctic.” 
It 
cost 
Columbus 
only $ 2 1 1 6 to discover America, but it cost 
two great American 
newspapers 
$ 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
just for a single dispatch from the North Pole, 
or about $ 2 0 0 0 a word 
for the message 
which Amundsen sent from the apex of the 
earth on M ay 12, 
1926, as the “ Norge” 
slid like a huge silver cigar over the frozen 
seas. 
Byrd’s quick flight over the North Pole 
cost him $ 1 4 0 .0 0 0 . 
O f 
that amount, $ 4 0 ,0 0 0 
was still 
in red ink 
on 
his books when he re­ 
turned to America. 
Eventually he paid off that deficit, and then 
undertook an even greater one when he organ­ 
ized his South Pole expedition, costing more 
than a million dollars. 
Admiral Byrd has ad­ 
mitted that, as a result of this expensive A nt­ 
arctic expedition, he expects to be in debt for 
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the rest of his life.

ing on the size of the ship and the number of 
'men. 
An expedition without private ship and 
6rst-rate scientists representing the major de­ 
partments of research, can scarcely claim wide 
public attention. 
It lacks dramatic appeal." 
Six years remain of the period B yïd allotted 
to exploration. 
Probably no decision has vet 
been made, but in Byrd’s busy brain some plan 
even now is surely coming to maturity.
